A Curious Scene in a Bowery Theatre. 


[New York Correspondent Chicage Times.) 


A lively scene, not in the bills, oc- 
curred at the London Theatre, on the 
Bowery, the other night, which, for a 
wonder, has not been mentioned in 
the papers. Sportsmen know that a 
Captain Bogardus, the famous wing 
shot, has long tried in vain to get on a 

geon or glass ball match with Ira

East. He has offered Paine his own 
choice of guns, rules and terms. But | ace 
Paine, it seems, though much given to 
boasting of his cwn pre-eminence, has 
no desire to risk his reputation in a 
= contest with Bogardus. He 

ept talking, though, as big as ever, 
and this unfortunate propensity pro- 
duced results that were embarrassing 
on the occasion in question. Paine 
has a shooting engagement at the Lon- 
don Theatre, where he shatters a hun- 
dred glass balls in a very quick time. 
It has been a part ef his regular ‘‘stage 
business to advance to the footlights 
and issue u general challenge to the 
whole world to shoot a match with 
him at five hundred glass balls for 
$5,000. Bogardus, who was filling a 
similar engagement at the Olympic 
Theatre, heard of this little bit of 
pomposity, and resolved to accept the 
challenge. He visited the London 
Theatre recently, sat down quietly and 
unobserved in a back seat, and waited 
for the great shooting act. Paine, as 
usual, announced himself as the cham- 
pion of the world, and threw down 
the gauntlet to the entire shooting fra- 
ternity. 

accept your challenge. Put up 
your money, came a lusty cry from 
near the theatre entrance. 

Paine looked daggers at the intruder 
who had dared to interrupt his per- 
formance. Everybody turned to look 
at the presumptuous individual. Bo- 
gardus then walked down the aisle 
toward the stage, holding a package of 
greenbacks toward his rival. 

Here's $500 forfeit. Cover it. I 
accept your challenge. We can ap- 
point a stake-holder and arrange the 
watch. Come, [ll take you at your 
own offer. 

Paine was terribly nonplussed when 
he saw the familiar face ef the West- 
Pern sportsman. It was rather embar- 
r.ssing in the face of a large audience 
to be confronted, right en the heels of 
his pompous and sweeping challenge, 
by a man whom he wonldn’t meet pro- 
fessionally upon any terms, He col- 
ored and tried to bluster; told the 
usher to take that man away; and 
said something about his ability and 
willingness to shoot a match with Mr. 
Bogardus at any time. 

Then put up or shut up,” shouted 
Bogardus, waving his greenbacks. 1 
am anxious to make a match. If 
you're so willing to shoot with me, just 
cover this money.” Bogardus by this 
time wasclose to the stage and shout- 
ing his defiance over the heads of the 
orchestra. The audience was in an 
uproar. The most did not know Bo- 
gardus, and their sympathies being 
naturally with the man on the stage, 
they raised a cry of Put him out,” 
which was swelled by the voices of all 
the theatre employes. Paine tried te 
look dignified, but his surprise was so 
great, and the imminent need of back- 
ing squarely down was so pressing, 
that he could not conceal his chagrin 
and vexation. He dawdled on his 


4 gun, stammered, and at length, with 


the remark that he couldn't go on with 
his exhibition in the midst of so much 
confusion, went to the rear of the 
stage and sat down. A man came out 
from behind the scenes and told Bo- 
gardus to sit down and be quiet or he 
would be placed in charge of an offi- 
cer. Bogardus at length beat a volun- 
tary retreat, telling Paine, as a parti 
shot, that he had talked too loud — 
dared not live up to his challenges. 
One of the recent incidents at 
Chipka Pass was the death of 
Lehmann Pasha, one of the bravest of 
the Turkish Generals. The old war- 
rior died like a soldier. As he stood 
on the banquette of the advance par- 
apet, directing the working of his mor- 
tars and watching the effect of their 
fire, a shell burst just in front of 
him, and a piece passing through his 
field-glasses, entered his forehead, kill- 
ing him on the spot. When the Gen- 
eral fell, and the men realized their 
loss, the cry of Allah! echoed along 
the trenches, and they opened a ter- 
mendous fire, while nothing but dis- 
cipline prevented them from hurling 
themselves, in broad daylight, against 
the rock, oniy to swell the number of 
corpses already at its base. He was 
buried from the monastery at Kezan- 
lik. The funeral started from Chipka 
at noon, First marched a battalion 
of infantry; then came the band of a 
cavalry regiment playing someof those

A Cowardly Murder. 


[X R. Reveille—19th: 

From Billy Cumbrick, driver in the 
employ of the Austin and Battle 
Mountain stage line, and Geo. Finney

ing particulars of a cowardly murder,

for some time past ‘unpleasantness had 
existed asto their relative interest 
but the real facts in that particular 
we were unable to learn. At the time 
stated above, without any warning to 
the unfortunate man of what was in 
store for him, White went to a shaft, 
fifty feet in depth, in which Wallace 
was working, and dropped a rock or 
rocks down which caused the death of 
Wallace, and then cut the windlass 
rope and threw it down the shaft. Im- 
mediately following thecowardly deed, 
in his travel a short distance from the 
shaft, he met with a y of wood 
choppers coming down from the hills, 
to whom he reported what he 
had done. They, however, it 
appears, took no steps towards se- 
curing White, but allowed him to pass 
on. The brother of Wallace, who has 
a ranch on Reese river, a short distance 
from where the murder took place, 
being advised of the affair, endeavor- 
ed to get help to bring the body tothe 
surface but failed and was forced to 
allow his dead brother to remain in 
the shaft over night. 

R. Y. Woodward, County Coroner, 
who happened to be on the down stage 
last night, stopped over at the station 
for the purpose of holding an inquest 
to-day. 

On the arrival of the stage this 
morning, a warrant was issued for the 
arrest of White and placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriff C. Thomas, 
who started at once in pursuit of 
White.

He would, nevertheless 
for obvious reasons, prefer that re- 
strictive action should be taken by 
the Chinese Government, if possible, 
or that China should formally acquiese 
in such action on our part. In accor- 
dance with this view he is disposed to 
think that it would be wise and proper 
to immediately invite the attention of 
the Chinese Government to the sub- 
ject through diplomatic channels 
without thereby waiving the right to 
resort, either coincidently or pros- 
pectively, to the other methods ef ac- 
tion if Congress considers it necessary 
or advisable. He also believes whole- 
sale Chinese immigration to this 
country should be prevented by treaty 
stipulations rather than by penalties 
and fines, as Senator Sargent proposes.

Tue Untrep States vs. Samven J. 
TrLpEN.—NeEw York, January 19th.— 
Argument in the case of The United 
States vs. Samuel J. Tilden to recover 
$3,000 as an annual income tax for 
the year 1861, with interest from June 
30, 1862, were begun this morning in 
the United States District Court. 
There are nine counts in the com- 
plaint, to all of which demurrer is 
made on technical grounds, the mer- 
its of the case not being goneinto. It 
was decided to take up each count 
separately. The first count charges 
$3,000 back tax for the fiscal year 
1861 and 1862. Tilden’s counsel claim 
that the laws passed about that time 
were recognized as necessary war meas- 
ures, and annulled the law requiring 
payment of the income tax in that 
year. Judge Blatchford sustained the 
demurrer, giving Tilden the first vic- 
tory. 


American women are described by 
Catherine Magerka, of Vienna, who 
was with her husband at the Philadel- 
phia exhibition. He was one of the 
Austrian Commissieners. 
Magerka says that our women are 
handsome and well dressed, but too 


fond of showy ornaments. The pre- 
vailing modes of dressing the hair, es- 
pecially by girls, she approves as sim- 
ple, natural and becoming. She was 
impressed that to many women the 
toilet was the sun around which their 
existence turned, for whom no other 
stars had radiance but diamonds and 
ls, and to whom there was no 
igher ambition than to be admired.” 
This ideal is based on what she saw in 
public places mainly, for she had little 
opportunity to observe heme life; but 
she was convinced that American wives 
are not so tenderly careful of their hus- 
bands as are German wives, and that 
the former are too independent and 
the latter too subservient. She found 
few girls here—all were women or 
children; and she was astounded at 
hearing of a ycung woman who sat 
alone in her parlor with a young man 
from 8 r. u. until midnight. 


Much disgust is caused by the 
knowledge that yesterday, during 
the most impressive portion of Sena- 
tor Conkling's eulogy of Morton, Rep- 
resentative Patterson entered the Sen- 
ate, took a seat near the orator, and 
commenced eating a large apple, 
which he deliberately finished in the 
presence of the whole audience. 


C. C. Norvell of the N. Y. Commer- 
cial Advertiser, says there is plenty of 
gold in New York, and that by Janu- 
ary 1879 practical resumption will 
have taken place in that city. There 
will b» an abundance of money in 
Wall street whenever the two legal 
tenders are nearly or quite together 


and used in common.

General Custis Lee has brought suit 
to get possession of the Arlington es- 
tate, a portion cf which is now used as 
a soldier's cemetery. It was never 
confiscated, but was sold for taxes in 
1863. 
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England is yet undecided in refer- 
ence to the course which she will take 
on the Eastern war question. Parlia- 
ment was convened at the instance of 
Disraeli. The convocation of Parlia- 
ment at this time may be regarded as 
a menace to Russia, but she will not, 
it seems, so regard it. Gladstone's 
party will not give the least menace of 
war until actual provocation is offered. 
The spirit of the people is with Glad- 
stone, and they will not go inte a 
dreaded war unless it shall be clearly 
shown that English interests are posi- 
tively endangered. Austria's position 
leads to the belief that a secret under- 
standing exists between Russia and 
Germany. Turkey wants to know 
what England and Austria mean by 
their protests against a separate peace, 
and how far she may count upon the 
support of these two powers. 


No news has been received of Sulei- 
man Pasha. 


An irade has been issued ordering 
the enrollment of all free males. The 
Bulgarians have massacred the inhab- 
itants of the villages of Guesenik and 
Teherkeli, near Kezanlik. 


Two hundred christian families have 
arrived at Athens. 


An insurrection has broken out in 
Thessaly. 

Another pass in the Balkan moun- 
tains has been captured by the Rus- 
sians. 

The Russians having decided that 
they would treat for peace only at 
Adrianople, that city will be immedi- 
ately evacuated by the Turks. 
Frightful mortality prevails among 
the Turkish prisoners at Frateshit in 
Roumania. 

Humbert, the new King of Italy, 
took the oath of office last Saturday. 
The King’s speech says he will con- 
form to measures inaugurated by his 
father. Amnesty will be granted to 
political offenders. 

Some of the South African tribes 
are on the war path. The English 
troops are bringing them to terms.

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THE DEATH SENTENCE. 
Rover to Hang Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 19th, 1878. 


A Stormy Scene—Interview with the 


Condemped Man—The End of a 
Remarkable Crime. 


This morning the District Court 
room was packed with ladies and gen- 
tlemen, who were intent on hearing 
the sentence of death passed upon J. 
W. Rover, and also noting the con- 
demned man’s speech and bearing. 
Promptly at the appointed time the 
still hopeful Rover was led into court 
by Sheriff Lamb, and appeared to con- 
template the approaching ordeal more 
as another opportunity of making him- 
self heard than as the last public scene 
in the tragedy of his life. Rover was 
armed with a mass of documents—the 
work of his solitary hours—which he 
hoped might be heard and work in 
seme mysterious way in his favor. 
The condemned man was dressed in 
his best clothes, looked neat, and, 
with the exception of a hard, deter- 
mined look upon his face, might have 
passed as one of the uninterested spec- 
tators. The hope, however, of once 
more reiterating in open court his ver- 
sion of the murder of Sharp buoyed 
him up and gave him a hope at once 
delusive and strong. 

His Honor, Judge Wright,however, 
interpreted his duties differently from 
Rover's anticipations, and proceeded 
without delay to pass sentence of death 
on Rover, in accordance with the or- 
der of the Supreme Court. Rover 
was ordered to stand up, when the 
Judge addressed the accused in sub- 
stance as follows: 

„June 17th, 1877, you were in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury of Hum- 
boldt county for tas crime of murder 
in the first degree. On the 22d of 
June judgment was given by this 
Court, which judgment was to have 
been passed upon July 3ist. June 
30th your counsel appealed from the 
judgment of this Court to the Su- 
preme Court, which Court July 19th 
issued an order of supercedeas, stay- 
ing execution of the judgment of this 
Court. December 31st your appeal to 
the Supreme Court was determined 
against you, and the judgment of this 
Court was affirmed and an order is- 
sued by the Supreme Court that this 
District Court should fix the day of 
your sentence. This judgment and 
order from the Supreme Court was 
received by this Court January 15th, 
1878, and duly filed. I there- 
fore,in pursuance of said judgment, 
sentence you to be hanged by the neck 
until you are dead, between the hours 
of ten oclock a. Mu. and four 
p. M. Tuesday, February 19th, 1878. 
The Sheritf will lead the prisoner from 
court. Rover here attempted to speak 
and read to the court certain state- 
ments why there should be an arrest 
of judgement in his case. The Judge 
said that no words of the accused 
would avail him anything at this time. 
This court can do nothing for you now. 
The Board of Pardons is your only 
tribunal, and I have no doubt, but 
that they will patiently hear you. 
Gen. Clarke, who had been solicited 
by Rover to appear in his behalf, here 
whispered to Rover that he would 
present his case so the Board, if the 
facts warrented and he Rover was so 
disposed. Rover said, ‘‘I don’t want 
any application to the Board of Par- 
dons, I have been unjustly couvicted.” 
The prisoner was then lead to jail by 
the Sheriff. Rover was considerably 
excited as he passed from the room, 
and expressed much indignation at his 
treatment. 

This afternoon we visited Rover at 
the jail and gathered from him a long, 
but the clearest and most satisfactory 
statement that he has ever given us. 
Condensed it is as follows: ‘‘I wished 
to read to the court certain state- 
ment in relation to the informalities 
of my different court trials, for the 
arrest of judgement in my case; I am 
innocent of the crime and can prove 
my innocence and that MeWorthy is 
the guilty man; I can show why Mo- 


the entire mine. Sharp came there 
and a few days before the murder at- 
tempted to get a settlement with Me- 
Worthy. I told him of my half inter- 
est, and Sharp said: ‘‘I have been de- 
ceived by McWorthy and will have a 
settlement at once.” He attempted 
to do so and failed. Then he wanted 
a settlement between himself and Mc- 
Worthy in my presence, that we three 
should understand each other. Me- 
Worthy was to be at the mine on the 
7th, but stayed at the Indian camp, a 
few miles away, on the night of the 
7th. Next morning, the day of the 
murder, I went down to the spring, 
after McWorthy, and Sharp went to 
look at Wright’s sulphur mine. My- 
self and Meworthy arrived at the camp 
near noon; saw that someone had ate 
lunch; ate some ourselves and went 
down to the mine. Me Worthy said to 
me while at the mine: I believe you, 
Sharp and Osburn are trying to get 
possessicn of all the sulphur business 
and oust me.” Just then we saw an 
Indian coming hurriedly toward us 
who called McWorthy aside, talked a 
few minutes, and both went off to- 
wards Wright's mine. I worked until 
near sundown and went toward the 
cabin; when in about 100 yards of the 
cabin I heard the crack of a gun, and 
on loeking up, saw a man, which I 
took to be Sharp, fall from his seat, 
and McWorthy standing close by with 
a guninhis hand. I stooped down 
and was mainly hid by some sagebrush, 
yet was in sight of McWorthy and 
might have been seen by him 
had he looked directly toward me. 
McWorthy then dragged the dead body 
up a canyon close by and shortly re- 
turned, dragging a limb of wood, and 
commenced getting supper. I sat in 
my position for some time, much puz- 
zled as to what I should do. I finally 
went to camp, ate supper, watched 
McWorthy and soon went to bed, but 
slept very little during the nigbt. 
McWorthy went out and did not re- 
turn until nearly daylight. 

Rover made many other clear state- 
ments in ‘reference to this mysterious 
affair, but limited space precludes 
their publication. He was not ex- 
cited, but talked earnestly and with- 
out the least appearance other than 
that of an innocent man. He said he 
had no desire to apply to the Board of 
Pardens; he had committed no crime 
for which to receive pardon, nor did 
he care for the prayers of any minister 
or church, for if aman had committed 
such acrime as he was accused of, 
prayers would not save him; but he 
was innocent and did not feel that he 
stood in need of prayers. He was 
quiet and pleasant during the entire 
interview. We could not but half be- 
lieve, as we turned away, that it might 
be very probable that the wrong man 
had been sentenced. We firmly be- 
lieve that Rover should not be hanged, 
but that he should be sent to the State 
Prison. Of his innocence we have 
our doubts; of his entire gui we can 
not believe.

Wood, ties, timbers and 
sawlogs could be driven from Truckee 
to Reno fora trifle of the expense 
that attends their shipment by rail.
